President Hoosevelt and Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Henry A. Wal- 
lace leave tonight on a midwestern 
trip to make studies from which 
a long-time relief program for the 
drought sections may come. 


Before leaving for the 10-day 


trip, WalThce announced his de- 
partment is preparing 
to makt- 


corn seed loans perhaps totaling 
$15,000,000 
for the farmers in 


more thah'l.DOO oiroughtjc"du1ftres. 


With the 1936 drought affecting 


more than one-quarter of the coun- 
try, interest has increased in some 
workable government crop insur- 
ance. The bureau of agricultural 
economics is making a study of the 
cost of all-risk crop insurance. 


President Roosevelt and Wallace 


have expressed interest in a gov- 
ernment insurance program that 
would provide an agrarian security 
program to serve 
as a 
buffer 


against distress caused by "acts of 
God." 


Crop Figures Sought 


R. M. Green, chief of the divi- 


sion of finance said the insurance 
protection is being1 studied to ob- 
tain actuarial material en drought 
losses and crop failures induced 
by floods and frosts.

Persons now employed in the

COLUMBUS, Aug. 25—(UP) — 


An upward swing toward the pre- 
depression high level of the Ohio 
Workmen's 
Compensation 
Fund 


was noted in 1935 when the fund's 
surplus was increased $1,011,153, 
according to the Industrial Com- 
mission's annual actuarial report 
issued today. 


This increase brought the sur- 


plus which serves as a "cushion" 
against emergency demands which 
might arise from major industrial 
catastrophes, to a total of §2,683,- 
278, 
as listed at the beginning of 


the year. 


The surplus stood at $6,075,481 


in 1929, but fell off rapidly as the 
continuing depression drove indus- 
trial payrolls downward. 
The low 


point was reached In 1934, when 
the surplus hovered unsafely just 
above the million-dollar mark. 


Thomas H. Gregory, chairman of 


the industrial commission, which 
administers the compensation fund, 
said on the basis of the annual re- 
port that the fund's total assets 
now stand at $44,622,639, of which 
a bond Investment of $37,805,952 is 
the major item. 


"The present healthy condition 


of the fund," Gregory said, "has 
made it possible to reduce the gen- 
eral level of subscriber rates 2.7 
per cent under those of last year." 
New rates become effective as of 
July 1. (cq). 


"The report clearly Indicates the 


return of better business condi- 
tions in Ohio in 1935. 
Because the 


figures are based upon actual pay- 
rolls, submitted by the Industries, 
themselves, they are considered as 
an infallible barometer," Gregory 
said. 


"It is significant to note in the 


report that 1934 and 1935 are the 
only two of the past seven years 
in which receij^s of the workmen's 
compensation fund have exceeded 
disbursements. 
In 1932, at the 


height of the deprvsion, disburse- 
ments exceeded receipts b3' $6,265,- 
"422. Disbursements for the entire 
seven-year period, 1929 through 
1935, exceeded receipts by $12,574,- 
203, 
but the trend 
of 
increasing 


surpluses noted in 1935 will bring 
the ledger back into balance." 


"The receipts of the fund will 


follow, to a marked degree, the 
trend of industrial actlvties, while 
disbursements maintain 
a 
more 


standard level," Kvan I Evans, 
commission actuary, said in com- 
piling the report. 


Another significant section of 


the report showed that aggregate 
payrolls of private employers par- 
ticipating in the fund are march- 
ing steadily back toward prs-de- 
pression levels. 


Using the payrolls for the year 


1929 
as a base, the report shows 


that the $1.107,028,355 (B) total In 
1935 is 70.1 per cent of the 11,573,- 
886,096 (B) recorded In 1929. 


A table showed that the total 


payrolls fell to 87.6 per cent in 
1930, 70.8 per cent in 1931, 53.1 
per cent in 1932, 49.9 per cent in 
1933 and 
then started 
upward 


again, reaching 80.3 per cent In 
1934. 


A break down of the 512.298.656 


total of benefit payments in 1935 
disclosed that $9,239,688 v/as paid 
in actual compensation while medi- 
cal aid and hospital fees took $3,- 
058,968.

DROUGHT'S LESSON 


T ATEST government figures indicate the 


•*""' poorest corn crop in fifty-five years. 
,This year 98,000,000 acres planted to corn 
yrill yield only silghtly more than 63,000,- 
;000 acres did in 1881. Crops of wheat, oats, 
rye and hay also are below normal. 


Lack of feed may necessitate another 


gigantic slaughter of hogs for market. Cat- 
tle are fewer and the carry-over indicates 
5 per cent more feed grains than last year 
with 20 per cent more available hay for 
hay-consuming animals. Therefore cattle 
may not have to be slaughtered because of 
inability to keep them alive. The problem 
of feed distribution, however, and making 
it available to the farmer who needs it, 
•whether he has the cash or not, is a serious 
one. 


More serious still is the plight of 
the 


farm families in the dust bowl, who have 
seen their top soil literally blown away and 
their once fertile farms turned into veri- 
table desert, such as happened centuries 
ago to large areas of China and Asia Min- 
or. The trouble is that American agricul- 
turists have not profited by history. As in- 
dividuals they have not learned the lesson 
that we are no longer a frontier country in 
which the inhabitants, having exhausted 
the soil of one area, can push on to the 
next. 


In the World War and its aftermath mil- 


lions on millions of acres were put under 
cultivation that should have been kept for 
pasturage. Hillsides were plowed 
and 


planted in defiance of the laws of nature, 
constituting real if ignorant invitation to" 
quick soil erosion. The experience of the 
last few yeai's in a country in which 30 
per cent of the population on the soil has to 
feed itself and the 70 per cent in towns and 
cities is that we do not resolve upon true 
and widescale soil conservation, misery 
will be the permanent portion of millions. 
And any crop curtailment that does not 
allow for an adequate carry-over from year 
to year threatens national well-being. 


This is a problem that should enlist the 


wisest minds and the stoutest hearts with- 
out a thought of partisan benefit. 
With 


120,000,000 and more mouths to feed, this 
nation, though of contiguous territory, has 
a real task in maintaining its bread line 
from country to city as has Britain, for the 
same purpose, in keeping lines of commun- 
ication open to her far-flung possessions.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Dust and Furniture That Cause Hay Fever 


By LOGAJV CLENDENrNG, M. D. 


SINCE WE hav« been on the 


subject of the pollen dust which 
causes our annual hay fever about 
this time of year, it may be of in- 


terest to note 
tne very active 
m e d i c a l re- 
search of the 
past few years 
which has un- 
c o v e r e d a 
number of hid- 
den enemies of 
those unfortu- 
nates who are 
B e n s i tive to 
t h e s e things, 
and d e v e l o p 
hay fever and 
asthma f r o m 


Dr. Clendeninr 
contact w i t h 
them. 


When the careful study of that 


hitherto much neglected condition, 
hay fever, began in the early part 
of the present century, it \tas 
found that while there were sea- 
sonal hay fevers, there were also 
perennial hay fevers. They could 
not be due to plants, and it was 
natural to suppose that since the 
eyes and the nose were the portals 
of entrance for the offending sub- 
stances, they were some other 
kinds of dust. The search for what 
these other dusts were has been 
going on at a great rate ever since. 


In 1922 Cooke pointed out the 


importance of house dust in gen- 
eral. Just the dust collected by a 
vacuum cleaner was found to cause 
the symptoms in many people. 


The stuffings of mattresses, pil- 


lows and furniture were naturally 
also implicated. 


Kapok Is Studied 


One of the latest materials to 


be studied is called kapok. Kapok 
is a vegetable fiber from the seed 
pods of a tree grown in the EastJ 
Indies. It looks like the fiber in 
the pod of our common milkweed/ 
and indeed the whole pod is simi- 
lar. 
But kapok has larger and 


tougher strands. It is used as an 
inexpensive filling for mattresses 
and furniture stuffing. It Is found 
in the homes of rich and poor alike. 


Now it has been found, accord- 


ing to the work of two Boston phy- 
sicians, that in their experience 
kapok is a frequent cause of 
asthma. It does not do so until 
it has become old and dry, when 
it forms a dust. So a person might 
use a mattress for several years 
with no harm, and then develop 
asthma from the same mattress 
when it got old and dusty. 


Such things explain why many 


patients lose their asthma as aoon 
as they enter a hospital. Indeed, 
many of the old stories about 
asthma that used to puzzle the 
doctors of thirty or forty years ago 
are easily explained today. 
One 


was about two sisters who lived in 
cities quite distant from each oth- 
er. 
Both were bothered 
with 


asthma while at home, but when 
either visited the other her asthma 
stopped. I know of another per- 
son who, whenever he visits hia 
brother's family, has an attack of 
asthma. I found out by question- 
ing that he was always given the 
same room and bed, and advised 
him to stay at a hotel. He did, 
with relief of his asthma. Some- 
times molds grow In pillows, .mat- 
tresses or furniture, and certain 
people are sensitive to these molds.

The data collected thus far have 


not heen sufficient 
to 
determine 


whether a government crop insur- 
ance program should be presented 
to the next congress. It will, how- 
ever, be available if the law-mak- 
ers are interested. 


Agricultural economists for the 


first time have a large amount of 
data on individual farms prepared 
as part of the wheat program of 
the AAA. 
The soil conservation 


program also is giving statisticians 
individual farm data. 


Wallace Favors Plan 


Wallace favors a plan whereby 


the farmer would pay an "insur- 
ance premium" in grain in years of 
good crops 
and 
would 
receive 


grain compensation for damage in 
years of bad crops. 


"Private business concerns have 


never found it feasible to enter the 
general crop insurance field, be- 
cause of the lack of adequate data, 
high selling costs and other fac- 
tors," Wallace said. "As a result, 
farmers have been unabfe to pur- 
chase insurance for their business 
comparable to that 
enjoyed 
by 


most other sections." 


Studies of wheat counties made 


thus far have indicated that premi- 
ums ranging from one-third to 
two-thirds of the yield above nor- 
mal, if paid only in years of good 
yields, would have 
covered 
the 


cost of insurance up to 75 per cent 
of the average yield in poor crop 
years.
